When so much is talked of our erring 
brethren and our “wayward sisters,” who 
live South ; and so much desire is express.

War is doubliless a terrible scourge, and 
every human heart recoils from its crue!- 
ties and horrors. It is also a dreadful 
thing to see desolation, ruin and death 
spread through the fields and homes of 
our own countrymen, by our own hands. 
but to let any feelings of sympathy or pity 
stay the uplifted arm, or break the aveag- 
ing blow, before the traitors have for- 
treason, and while the 
rebels are still striking at the life of the
